Administration Not 
Idle in Searching 
For Answer, He Says 


AUGUSTA. Wis. — (IP) — 


Ezra Taft Benson told farm- 
ers today he did not "become 
secretary of. agriculture to sit 
dly by wringing my hands 
and let the f a r m e r be 
squeezed by lowered farm 
prices and high fixed costs." 


He said in a speech prepared for 


delivery at the National Plowing 
contest that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, as it seeks improve- 
ments in farm programs, "has and 
will do everything in its power to 
enhance farm prices in 1953-5J, us- 
ing the implements at hand." 


Most Important 


Benson had said in advance the 


speech would be one of the most 
Important he ever made. It came 
after Democrats, meeting in Chi- 
cago this week, had criticized GOP 
farm policies and after the secre- 
tary had conferred with President 
Eisenhower at the summer White 
House in Denver. 


Benson said he would assure 


farmers that both the President 
and he "are determined to do all 
within our power to protect and 
improve the living standards of 
farm people of this great nation." 


Farmers can "look foiwaid with 


confidence" in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, he said. 


He led up to his statement on his 


own attitude by saying, "It is 
time to speak bluntly and plainly 
on my position." 


He said that when he became 


secretary he held the view he 
should not sit by while farmers 
were squeezed and that "I hold it 
now and I will continue to hold it." 


Outlook- Kriglil 


"You are not looking down the 


abyss of the thirties," the secre- 
ary said. "We are in the fifties 
and have tools and are fashioning 
other tools to build a sound econ- 
omy."

The administration's help, he 


said, will include "whatever parity 
proposals meet the test of the ex- 
haustive study of the farm problem 
now under way by the nation's 
farmers, the Department of Agri- 
culture and congress."

No "Divine, night" 


Previously. Secretary of Interior 


McKay told a gathering of women 
and GOP state chairmen that the 
federal government has no "divine 
right" to develop the nation's pow- 
er resources. He said the Eisen- 
hower administration is going to 
give states and local communities 
a voice in such projects. 


Dirksen picked on a statement* 


by Stevenson that "the greatest 
beneficiary 
of 
the 
Democratic 


party in these past few months has 
been President Eisenhower and I 
only hope he realizes it." 


"I'm sure President Eisenhower 


Iocs." Dirksen said in,a prepared 
address. "What he found when he 
came to Washington as President 
made the problems of the Norman- 
dy beach invasion pale into Insig- 
nificance." 


The Illinois senator said that be- 


sides "stalemated war.in Korea." 
Eisenhower inherited "a 
govern- 


ment which was studded with Com- 
munist sympathizers who seemed 
lo have no difficulty getting into 
the government and no difficulty 
staying there, even though as early 
as 1945 FBI reports on the matter 
had been made available to the 
President (Truman)." 


No Solution 


Mentioning the public debt, high 


taxes and what he called the "dis- 
honest dollar," Dirksen said the 
Democrats hadn't solved the farm 
problem. Democrats had contend- 
ed that the Republicans had no 
answer to falling farm prices. 


"Prices were breaking before tha 


last 
administration left 
office." 


Dirksen said. "None, of their poli- 
cies, nor all of their billions, solved 
it."

Pointers on Power Tools 
For the Home Workshop 


Paper Flutes Add 
Varietv to Window

Every amateur 
home 
handy- 


man, whether serious about his 
efforts or merely a putterer, has 
at some time thought of owning 
power tools to speed his work. 


With serious home handymen 


now tending: to outnumber the put- 
terers, quite a run on power tools 
is the result. Being a relatively 
new breed, unaccustomed to such 
luxuries, they don't always know 
what they are buying and why. 
This column may help them pet 
what they need for what they 
want to spend. 


First, let's take a look at port- 


able electric drills. They're among 
the first power tools the handy- 
men will buy. Novices will buy 
them, sometimes not knowing that 
electric drills nowadays can be 
equipped to do many more jobs 
than drilling in wood and metal. 


Some models have accessories 


for sawing holes, for drum and 
flat sanding, for brushing, scrap- 
ing and buffing, for grinding, cut- 
ting and one even has a hedge- 
clipping 
attachment. 
The little 


power drill has grown up. 


Electric drills are priced at $10 


and up. The least expensive is a 
small drill for delicate hobby jobs. 
Its bigger brother starts at about 
$15 and is deal for standard home 
uses. 


Another lughly favored tool is 


the jig saw. It, too, has a bigger 
brother—the band saw—and is a 
popular investment because it can 
do many things a band saw can't. 


The jig saw is nearly as versa- 


tile as a power drill, for with 
some imagination on the opera- 
tor's part it can be made to do 
such jobs as filing, sanding of 
wood, metal and plastic, pattern 
cutting, besides its primary saw- 
Ing duties. 


It can make interior cuts a

It will cut circles 
and sharp corners—is very easy 
to use. 


Most-popular makes have one-

A trial to any homemaker is the 


aching-back blues which develop 
from standing too long, reaching 
too high, or 
lifting 
too many 


things. But there's first aid in the 
new and 
improved 
housewares 


whose modest cost can be charged 
off to improving one's disposition. 


Spongy new mats to cushion the 


feet on the stand-up chores get my 
vote, particularly at the kitchen 
sink, where food preparation and 
dishwashing keep me standing for 
an hour or more. One new neo- 
prene rubber mat which apes the 
shape and braided effect of colo- 
nial rag rugs is soft underfoot. A 
floor-gripping design on the back 
minimizes slipping and the "seal- 
ed-cell" construction prevents the 
mat from absorbing water. 


Another foot cushion which les- 


sens fatigue is made of thick 
sponge rubber covered on top with 
heavy marbleized rubber. Edges 
are tapered so that the rug hugs 
the floor. _. 


It's less tiring to sit than to 


stand and many household chores 
can be performed as easily while 
you're perched on a comfortable 
stool. One new compact step-stool 
has a deep, well-padded back and 
a hinged seat which flips back to 
uncover the steps. Upholstery is 
brilliant tough plastic, and the 
frame is polished chrome. 


Comfortable sitting is also prom- 


ised by new kitchen stools padded 
with foam rubber. Bright-colored 
plastic upholsters these and the 
frames areTiIack metal. 


The petite woman who has to 


stretch and strain to reach even 
to the first shelf can add 10 inches 
to her height with a small, strong, 
featherweight wire stool. The step 
is rubber treaded and welded steel- 
wire legs are strong enough to sup- 
port 250 pounds. Weighing only 
four pounds, the stool's easy to 
carry wherever you need a boost. 


One of the best ways to invite 


a backache, I find, is to lift or 
carry heavy objects. That's why a 
tubular steel hand truck, newly 
streamlined for home use prom- 
ises to be a real back-saver. The 
eight by l-fjinch platform is big 
enough to hold barrels or refuse 
cans as well as furniture and gar- 
den supplies. 


Carts that can be loaded up with 


supplies and pushed 
from 
one 


place to another do make many 
chores less tiring. But I've found 
so often that carts are too heavy 
or too rickety, are either shy of 
shelf space or take up too much 
room. In other words, they pose as 
many problems as they solve. 


One new cart that avoids these 


complaints is made of strong, 
lightweight, stainproof aluminum. 
Three shelves offer seven square 
feet of usable space. The cart 
pushes easily without wobbling and 
folds flat for storage. 


With these push-carrv-lift aids 


housework can be a pleasure."

Understand Our Position

First the controversy raged over who should attend a 


Korean political conference. 
Now it will focus on where 


the meeting shall be held. This latter seems certain to be 
a smaller dispute, but it may turn out to be fairly distracting, 
at that. 


If we Americans are going to understand world affairs 


sufficiently to be able to devise policies, then we will need 
an increasing talent for delving beyond surface complexities 
to the real core of our problems. We cannot allow our in- 
sight to be blurred by distractions. 
~ 
For instance, the recent UN debate on the Korean meet- 


ing seemed to be mostly about India and whether it should 
take part. But it really was not. India was just a symbol. 
— 
India stood for the idea championed by Britain and 


Others that any Korean conference necessarily must be a 
round-table affair at which a wide range of Asiatic prob- 
Ifems will be discussed. 
They had particularly in mind 


matters like admission of Red China to the UN, and the 
future of Nationalist-held Formosa.

We, on the other hand, see a conference as essentially 


a peace gathering at which only the belligerent nations 
should be present. 
We fear that more remote issues like 


Red China and the UN will only be used to confuse. 
We 


believe Chinese Communists must show by their attitude 
toward a Korean settlement that they deserve to be taken 
seriously on broader questions. 


Underlying this basic difference between the United 


States and its allies is a differing outlook toward the stra- 
tegic position of Korea and China. This country always 
has shown a prime concern over any significant develop- 
ments affecting those areas, not to mention Japan and the 
Philippines. 


They lie on the western rim of the Pacific and we on 


•the eastern, and though 6000 miles of water intervene, 
.no lands of protecting nations do. We do not view lightly 
the growth of unfriendly power on the western rim.

To Britain this is of secondary importance. Its interest 


in China is largely commercial. Its call for "realistic" 
recognition of the Reds expresses British hopes that con- 
ditions will arise permitting widening trade in that area. 


The British do not worry much over the threat a Com- 


munist Korea poses to Japan, now for all practical pur- 
poses an American outpost. 
The Korean danger is not 


suspended over Britain's heart, but ours.

Use Judgment: Forget the Book

He re- 
lated how he was thrown into soli- 
tary confinement by the Chinese 
"because I refused to play ball 
with them." 


He told how he and 13 other 


American pilots all refused to "co- 
operate" with their captors who he 
said tried to force them to admit 
they had scattered germs from 
their planes. 


The young F-S4 pilot said he had 


been forced to work in a "slave 
labor camp in North Korea"— 
loading Red trucks with rice, gaso- 
line 
and 
other 
supplies while 


guards watched him. 


Green said the Chinese tried.to 


get him and other Americans to 
admit participation in germ war- 
far,e for their propaganda purposes. 
He said he was interrogated four 
separate times during a nine-week 
period. 


"I was captured by North Ko- 


reans after my plane was hit by 


half months in the slave labor 
camp, and then was turned over to 
the Chinese at Pyak Dong, where 
1 was put in a hospital because I 
had dysentery.
